1/2C 1793 PCGS VF20 

A pleasing C-1, B-1 housed in an old 
green tag holder and this handsome coin 
represents some of the earliest federal 
coinage struck for regular circulation. 
The first 7,000 were delivered on 

July 20, 1793 and in all, only 35,334 
1793 half cents were produced. The 
commercial demand for coinage 
prompted the vast majority of them to 
enter into circulation. Between extensive 
use and poorly produced planchets, a 
great many of them have environmental 
damage or other issues that would 
preclude grading. The presently offered 
example shows generally smooth, 
problem free wear. A planchet flaw in the center of the reverse is noted for accuracy, but the surfaces are otherwise hard and free from 
corrosion, Aside from HALF CENT in the central portion of the reverse, all the details were well struck and have a great look. The eye 
appeal is really strong for the grade, and this is a very popular “blue chip” of American numismatics! 


PCGS 37, NGC 10. The most recent example sold for $9,000 in February 2020 and prior to that, one sold in January 2017 for $10,281. 
The current PCGS Price Guide value is listed at $13,000. This coin will see spirited bidding from the collector looking for a quality, 
mid-grade relic from the earliest U.S. mint issue. 


PCGS# 1000 * ESTIMATE: $8,000+ 


LOT2 

1/2C 1834 C-1. NGC MS66 BN 

A lovely GEM-caliber example of this Classic Head 
half cent. Tied for FINEST in the BN category. 
Boasting fully struck up devices and silky smooth 
surfaces, the even brown patination is enlivened by 
a brilliant mint luster. Soft iridescent overtones are 
subtle but add to the undeniable eye appeal. 


PCGS 0, NGC 3. This coin accounts for two of the 
three most recent appearances, realizing $1,894 in 
September 2015 and $1,955 in August 2006. Unpriced 
by Collectors Universe in this grade. NGC has not 
graded any finer than MS66 in any color classification, 
bested only by a single MS66 RB. 


PCGS# 1165 * ESTIMATE: $1,500+ 


LOT3 

LIC 1793 CHAIN AMERICA. NGC F12 

8-3. We think NGC “net” graded this Chain cent, the 
sharpness is that of a F15 or VF20, but the surfaces show 
some minor planchet roughness and a minor, ancient scratch 
below the date. The central devices and the legends are sharp 
on both sides. Despite the few minor flaws and modest grade, 
this Chain cent has a very nice eye appeal. 


The Chain cent represents the premier design of the 
American cent, and began a legacy that continues to this 
day. Only 36,103 Chain cents were produced from February 
27 to March 12 using five different die pairs. These five die 
pairs include 3 distinct Red Book varieties; S-1 AMERI.,S-2, 
NC-1, S-3 AMERICA, and S-4 With Periods. The Sheldon-3, 
Breen-4 is the most common, the dies were used to strike 
coins from March 2 to March 8, and make up perhaps half of 
the mintage. These historic large cents’ design are attributed 
to Henry Voight. Contemporary commentary on the design 
was negative and the design was changed quickly. Critics 
said that the portrait of Liberty makes her look as if in a 
fright, and the interlocking chain on the reverse was a bad 
omen for Liberty. Since the mid 19th century the Chain cent 
has been a popular collectible, in constant and consistent 
demand from collectors, regardless of grade. A numismatic 
“blue chip” that is one of the all time classics and a coin 
most collectors only dream about owning. 


PCGS 52, NGC 9. No NGC-graded example has ever sold 
in auction, but recent PCGS-graded examples have sold for 
$14,400 to $16,800. Housed in an old NGC-fatty holder, this 
coin is fresh to the market in a very desirable “collector” 
grade and will see very strong bidding from collectors.

We note a couple of tiny, 
insignificant flecks that do not detract from the very pleasing 
visual quality. 


PCGS 40, NGC 43. The current Collectors Universe value is 
listed at $1,750 and recent NGC APRs are $1,140 to $1,320. 
Between PCGS and NGC, just 14 have graded higher in the BN 
category.

Lustrous with ample original mint red evenly spread cross both 
sides of this slightly toned GEM. A glass reveals a few minor 
toning flecks on the obverse.

PCGS 135, NGC 95, The last one sold in March 2020 for $1,020 
and the current Collectors Universe value is listed at $1,300. Less 
than a roll is graded finer at PCGS in the RB category.

Historic and incredibly important, the Pikes Peak design on 
these 1860 Clark Gruber eagles are among the most popular 
of Territorial or “Pioneer” gold coins. 


Though gold deposits in Jefferson Territory (now Colorado) 
were discovered as early as 1835, the Colorado gold rush 
hit its peak in 1859 to 1860. Issued by Clark, Gruber, and 
Co, a Denver based bank and private mint, the firm was 
among the most honest of the era, both in their financial and 
assay/minting business. Because they alloyed customers’ 
gold deposits with silver, the face values equaled that of 
the Federal coinage, but the weights were actually heavier. 
Clearly the public put its trust in the Clark Gruber firm, 

as most of these show considerable circulation. The 1860 
eagle and double eagle sport a fanciful view of Pikes Peak, 
the famed mountain jewel of the Rockies. The dies were 
produced by an engraver who had not seen the mountain, and 
its triangular shape makes it quite charming for collectors 
today. 


The present XF, graded ages ago, and housed in an old green 
tag holder has been off the market for quite some time. All 
Clark Gruber $10s are listed as Kagin-3, which is considered 
to be Rarity-5, The coin offered here is a late die state, which 
shows a dramatic die crack from D in GOLD through the 
right base of Pikes Peak, to the rim to the right of D (this 
crack is not described in the Kagin book, but is the same 

as lot 606 in ANR’s September 2003 auction sale). Rich 
green-gold color with tinges of tangerine hues cover both 
sides, Well struck and showing its distinctive details boldly, 
including the scruff of bushes and trees at the base of of the 
mountain, this coin has the appearance of an even higher 
grade. We think that back when this coin was graded, it was 
“net” graded for some microscopic planchet flaws, as made. 
A few wispy marks are noted with a glass, evidence of its 
time in frontier commerce, none of which are distracting to 
the eye. Indeed, this coin has an exceptional visual allure that 
is truly a delight to behold!
